3. Claims 1-21 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art made of record fails to teach a transmitter for transmitting a 
device activation signal or other data for remotely actuating a device, the device 
activation signal having an Rf carrier frequency and a power level including a controller 
operable for tuning the transmission antenna assembly based on the detected power 
level before applying a modulation scheme and over a limited tuning range while 
applying the modulation scheme.
